A Letter from Count Piper the King of Sweden’s chief 


Minifter, to the Cardinal Primate of Poland. 


Acquainted your Eminency by my laft, that 
the King my Mafter does not find the An- 


of May, conformable in zny manner to the 
‘ Declaration made by his Majefty fome time 
‘ago ; on the contrary he finds that ‘tis a thing very 
‘ prejudicial to the prefent State of Affairs, that his 
; bropofal is not only omitted, but that the offering 
‘ of any other Terms to that Affembly is prevented 
‘ bythe Refolution of feveral Palatinates to protect 
‘him who cannot be denied to be his Swedith Ma- 
‘jefty’s Enemy. "Tis certain, this Proceeding will 
« nor difpofe his Swedifh Majefty to take fuch Mea- 
« fares as the Affembly. at Warfaw would have him, 
‘otherwife than as he fhall think it will be expe- 


«dient for the Welfare of the Republick and the 


« Eftablifhment of her Tranquility : Wherefore his 
« Swedith Majefty thinks he has great reafon to ex: 
« pect another Anfwer that may have particular re- 
«gard to the Propofal made by him. And as the 
‘ Majority of the Affembly feems to agree with his 
‘ Syedith Majefty, no1 only in ‘difapproving and 
‘ condemning all that has been a¢ted by the King 
‘of Poland during this War, bur likewife in be- 
‘ing convinc’d that’ ’tis fit to take Precautions to 
‘ hinder the, like Management for the future, His 
‘ Swedith Majefty, who'cannot find any better Ex- 
‘ pedient for Reeftablifhing a fincere Amity, and a 
‘ firm and lafting Peace between the Kingdoms of 
* Sweden and Poland than what he has already pro- 
‘»os’d, thinks he has a Right to demand, that the 
‘Xepublick fhould fhew him a proper Method to 
‘obra, hat End. . When this is done, his Swedith 
Ma)city Will more fully difcover his Inrentions,and 
‘fe thinks it will be time enough then to name Com- 
iaiioners ro negociate an Accommodation. Mean 
‘time, as his Majefty, having no other Defign than 
‘topuriue his Enemy, has carefully avoided doing 
* the leaft Injury to the Republick,having even born 
‘ with things that are feldom tolerated by thofe that 
“have Swords in their Hands, he has commanded 
‘me todeclare, that fo long as he is nor atrack’d he 
‘will maintain a fincere Friendfhip with the Repu- 
‘ blick, without doing the leaft Viclence to thofe 
‘that keep rhemfelves quiec ; but if the Pala- 
‘ tinates and the Army of Poland intermeddle in this 
| Wat, he cannor refrain’ looking upon their Pro- 
ceedings as dire& Acts of Hoftility againft him ;

‘World fhould know that he will have juft Caufe 
treat thofe who infult him, with the urmoft 
’ Rigour that the Injuries they do him deferve. This

They write from Revel of the 2d of this Month, 
That the Mufcovites have taken the Caftle of Gam 
fituate between Revel and Nerva, which was gar- 
rifon’d only by 130. Men. That it was believ’d the 
Czar-would {peedily. befiege Nerva; And that it 
was confirm’d that a Body of his Troops has laid 
Siege to Kexholm : Bur add, That Gencral Croon- 
hiort is drawing. togerher all the Troops he can in 
Finland, with defign to artempr the relieving of that 
important Poft. 

Warfaw, June 5. Teere are various Opinions here 
concerning the Siege of Thorn ; fome flatter them- 
felves it will not be befieg’d, becaufe ‘tis better pro- 
vided to make a vigorous Defence than was gene- 
rally thought ; but others are of Opinion ir will be 
befieg’d, becaufe according to the laft Advices from 
thence, the Swedes ‘have ‘finith’d their Bridges over 
the Viftula above the Town, and are very bufie in 
laying others below the Town : Befides, if the War 
be not ended, as there is little reafon to believe it 
‘will {peedily, the King “of Sweden will want that 
Town for a place of Arms, to put his Sick and 
Wounded, his ‘Ammunition and Baggage into ic. 
The Troops of Lithuania and the Wallachians who 
hover about the Swedifh Army,’ incommode them 
very much, and intercept their Convoys of Provi- 
fions, which of Confequence is become very dear in 
the Swedith Army. The little Diet which was held 
here, broke up on the 31ft of laft Month,after having 
refolv'd to Sacrifice their Lives and Eftates in the 
Defence of the King of Poland; And in Order 
thereto, That al] the Nobility of this Palatinate 
fhould mount on Horfeback : And we learn, That 
the like Refolutions ‘are taken by the Diets of the 
other Palatinates, moft of which are broken up. The 
Cardinal Primate, with the Commiffioners of the

have written unanimoufly to the King of Sweden, 
to prefs him earneftly to a Peace, and to difpatch 
Commiffioners to treat of it, before the opening of 
the General Diet conven’d to meet at Lublin on the 
roth of this Month, bécaufe there will be much.to 
fear then and little to hope, confidering the great 


. Animeofity of the leffer Nobility againft the Swedes 


and their Adherents; of which a new Proof has been 
given by the little Diet that met here, who not only 
were hard to be perfwaded to read the Letter fent 
by the Cardinal Primate to the King of Sweden, 
‘but likewife, the Envoy of France having the Curi- 
-ofity ‘to go up in the Organ-loft in the Church, to 
fee what pafs'd in that Aflembly, was oblig’d to re- 
tire:-with all {peed by. a back Door, the leffer Nobi- 
lity who difcover’'d whete he was, being to. in- 
fult him. From all which Difpofitions it may be 
obferv’d, that if the King of Sweden does not fend 


-by the Deputies:of the Republick fuch an Anfwer as 


is expected, the Republick will declare gpen piri

The laft News from the Army before 
Thorn is, That his Swedith Majefty has taken Poft

vane'd to take a View of the Counrerfcarp with 
General Leiven and Adjurant Pucker, but was in 
Danger, General Leiven having his Leg thor off 

by a Cannon Bail very near his Majetty’s Perfon, of 
which he died rwo hours after. 
Dantxick, June the 13. We have advice that the 
King of Poland is arrived at Lublin, to be prefent 
at the general Diet that is to be held there, and @ 
draw together the Armies of Poland and Lithuania, 
in order to march againft the King of Sweden, 
unlefs he {peedily confent to a Peace ; the King of 
Sweden has nor yet formally befieg’d Thorn, bur 
the Artillery is landed and his roops exact heavy
